PRESIDENT W. 8. HANCOCK. 

His Ancestry, Eurly Life and Services. 
General Hancock bears a family name 
which long before his birth had been made 


celebrated in revolutionary aunals. To this 
family belonged John Hancock, of Massa-+ 


chusetts, the first signer of the declaration 
of independence. In the great struggle for 
human liberty and the deliverance of man 
from the old thraldom of kings more than 
one ancestor of our subject, maternal as | 
| well as paternal, took part. That Winfield 
S. Hancock should be a lover of his country 
isa matterof inheritance. That he ‘is a 
man who, although a soldier by profession, 
holds the law and the constitution above 
the sword, is an honorable and patriotic fea- 
ture of his character which is hisown. His 
name shines therefore with no reflected lus- 
tre from the past. 

General Hancock was born in Mont- 
gomery county, Pennsylvania. His father. 

who was a native of the same county, par- 
ticipated in the war of 1812, and afterwards 
became alawyer of prominence; The date 
of General Hancock’s birth was February 
14, 1824. His early education was received in 
an academy in Norristown, where he spent 
the first years of his youth. He possessed, 
as a schoolboy, those traits which some 

times foretell future eminence. Studious 
and thoughtful, he laid the foundations ef a 
‘great career.
